Ha waa alao praaanl at tha eaptoraof 
Oatowayo, tba Ktilv Unf^ and whaa ha ra- 
turaad to Sngland with Ma raglment Quaan 
Viotoria bonorad him with an audianoa and 
daco r a t ad him with a OMdaL Nazt Fatbar 
BnUlTaa waa raaidant priaat of St. Balana 
laland.

(llsoriiiiinaliMn i>UL;hl to iniide :is will lii- 
tidf nl.ill.N iilloid icHsuiialilc (uott I'llou to our 
national InliTcsls. J think tin re |.- iiodanijcr 
ot H lilKhtailll h('ini2 < VI r (staljIlNhi'd. That 
Of ISilS w«s eminently ilfkervint; that deuoiul- 
natlon. I was not in C'onKrt"'s wlaii It 
I'asved, niid did not vole lor It; hut with Hh 
biMtoiy and wliu the circuinNtnucea which 
gave it hlrrh I am well acquainted. They 
were highly dlioradltable to American laglii- 
lauon, and 1 hope, fof Ita boDwr, will never 
barapeated.

The above letter was written to P. .S. 
Bronson, of Georgia, and ia publiabed in 
"Sargent'a Lite of Henry Olay." 

The tariff of ]s2S referred to in the 
above letter amoanted to 39.03 per cent. 
Tbe preeent ii 47.48 per cent, and tbe 

Mills bill proposes to reduce this to about 
42 per cent. He was not in CoDKress in
